General Conference | 
Opens—Well Known | 
Ministers Speakers 


Mr. W. R. Moody Presides 


The opening of the 52nd North- 
field General Conference of Chris- 
tian Workers took place last Satur- 
day night with Mr. William R. 
Moody, son of the evangelist and 
founder, Dwight L. Moody, pre- 
siding. Dr. J. Stuart Wolden of 
London was the speaker. 

In issuing the welcome to the | 
conference, Mr. Moody declared | 
that “‘never before was there more 
need of a rallying place for God. | 
In this year of perplexity and ad- | 
versity, we need reaffirmation of 
what we know concerning God. We 
meet not for the discussion of so 
cial problems of panaceas, but for 
reafhirming the old truths of the 
Christian Church.” 

Dr. Holden, the s er has re- 
turned to Northfield after an ab- 
sence of one year. His subject 
dealt with the prophet Habakkuk’s 
cry to God for help in the time of 
despair. “If ever a man prayed,” 
said Dr. Holton, “the did.’”’ Prayer 
only means something to God when 
it means everything to the man 
Prayer is not a studied address 
but a heart action. 

This prophet expostulated with 
God. Despite all the ruin before 
him, yet he rejoiced in the Lord. 

“Alhough it was irrational to be 
joyful in the midst of despair, that 
actually is the heart of faith,” the 
speaker went on to say. 

“Life is not a solo but a duet. 
It is human life joined with divine 
power. We should rejoice for in 
God is our strength.” 

Sunday’s Services 

“Though hell is nigh, God is 
nigher, circling us with wings un- 
touched by fire,” declared Dr. J. 
Stuart Holden of London, Eng- 
land, in an impassioned plea for 
faith in a time of great distress, in 
the sermon last Sunday morning 
at the 52nd Northfield General 
Conference gathered in the Sem- 
inary auditorium. 

“Challenge the darkness about 
your lot in life, however caused 
whether by your own sin, the 
world’s injustice, the operas of 
trusted friends, or by the Kosts of 
darkness,” said the speaker. ““Go 
out to give light to those who sit 
in darkness grosser than your 
own.” 

Mr. W. R. Moody, presided. A 
solo was given by Clanville Davies, 
director of music, and the Virginia 
Fresh-Air camp of New York city 
girls sang a hymn. 

Rev. Donald Mackenzie D. D., 
Alleghany Theological Seminary, 
Pittsburgh gave the address last 
Sunday afternoon, followed by a 
service at Round Top conducted 
by Rev. G. Edwin Woodman, min- 
ister of the First Con tional 
Church of Milton and the speaker 
was the Rev. E. Stanley Carne, 
pastor of the local Congregational 
church.

An Interview 


An Interview by Frederick A. Wil- 
mot Religious Editor of the Provi- 
idence Journal-Buletin. WITH Rev. 
J. Stuart Holden I). D., Vicar of 
St. Paul’s Portmann Square, Lon- 
don, speaker at the Northfield 
General Conference. 


| Special—“We have more faith 
jin the recent conftrence at Lau- 
sanne that what :- happening in 
Ottawa,” declared Dr. J. Stuart 
Holden, Vicar of st. Paul's Port- 
!man Square, London, England, 
who is the assembly speaker at the 
Northfield Gener:l Conference, 
‘in an interview today. 

“The world is not going to get 
‘out of its difficult):< through tar- 
| ifs, —but through yood will,’’ said 
the distinguished English visitor. 

“Amenica is exactly right,’’ he 
said, referring to lresident Hoo- 
ver’s recent pronouncement on dis- 
armament, — “Th: United States 
may consider the cancellation of 
war debts as its contribution to 
the great crisis, but certainly not 
to provide Europe with money to 
build fleets of warships and air- 
planes. 

“England has gone further than 
the rest of Europe in scrapping 
warships and armaments. The 
atest menace to the peace of 

urope today is France.” 

Dr. Holden spent a month in 
Germany before coming to North- 
field. 

“Germany is starving with clean 
face and _ clean collar,’ he re- 
marked. ‘“‘On the streets there is 
no evidenc of what is going on, 
but behind curtains, many fam- 
ilies whose members are working 
do not have meat for more than 
one meal a week and only sparsely 
at that. 

“During my recent trp to Ger- 
many I talked with working men. 
Those who fought in the trenches, 
as they ate in restuarants. Some 
turned to me and whispered: ‘The 
next war—lIt will be Germany and 
England against France.’ But the 
great mass of former soldiers are 
radical pacificsts. 

“Germany will never be able to 
recruit another army in this gen- 
eration,” said Dr. Holden with 
conviction. “The Hitlenttes do not 
represent the sentiment of Ger- 
many today.” 

Dr. Holden paid tribute to the 
small investors in England who 
had turned in their bonds vol- 
untarily, convertimg them from 
five to three and a half percent 
interest, just the margin between 
comparative comfort and priva- 
tion; between work and a vaca- 
tion; between getting by and hard- 
oF 

Millions of pounds have been 
saved to the (;overnment by such 
sacrifice,” he claimed. **Rectors, 
widows getting 300 pounds at 5 
per cent, have accepted 225 
pounds at 3'4 per cent. 

“England is resolute, make no 
mistake about that. There is no 
pessimism as to the future. 

“The difference between our 
depression and America’s is chit: 
ours did not come as a cyclone, 
but rather as a squeezing process, 
slowly creeping upon us, a grad- 
ual tightening of the belt. Here 
in America your crisis came as a 
stupendous shock in a day. It is 
remarkable to poise your people 
under such sudden hardship. 

“In England there is no ques- 
tion of being ‘licked,’ — we know 
that we are coming out.

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|Religious Education 
Conference In Debt 


The management of the Re 
ligious Education Conference or 
Summer School are gratified that 
the 29th annual session was a suc- 
cess. 

The faculty and program have 
been of high order as attested by 
many expressions of appreciation 
on the part of students. The of- 
ficers of the Conference are yrate- 
ful for the loyal co-operation of 
both faculty and students in mak- 
ing the Conference the success 
that it has been. As far as at- 
tendance is concermmed, while it did 
not reach the figure that had been 
set as the goal, it was nearly up to 
last year’s enrollment-—408 paid 
registrations; last year 447. 

The finances are a_ problem. 
Owing to the drop in enrollment 
in 1980, that year the largest de- 
ficit the Conference has had in 
many years. By careful economy 
and with the generous co-operation 
of faculty members who accepted 
smaller honoraria und in several 
cases served without compensation, 
the Conference was able to come 
out about even in 1931, but with- 
out reducing our indebtedness. 
This year the budget was further 
reduced gaining $200 or $300 on 
the indebtedness. 

This year the season is closed 
will be borrowed to meet pressing 
wil Ibe borrowed to meet pressing 
bills and every effort will be made 
to raise the necessary amount in 
subscriptions before the fall. 

This Conference should have a 
Sustaining Fund of about $1500 
a year. If this were assured, | 
might be able to reduce the a 
istration fee, which is very desir- 
able, and the Education Commit- 
tee could make its plans for the 
faculty of the coming season with 
some deyree of confidence. The 
Board of Managers have estab- 
lished a voluntary organization to 
be known as the Northfield Asso- 
ciates. Membership is $2 a year, 
Sustaining Membership $5, Con- 
tributing Membership $10 or 
more. It is to be understood that 
as soon as the total amount se- 
cured in membership has reached 
the sum required to balance the 
budget, the surplus of Contribut- 
ing Memberships will be applied 
to a fund from which may be paid 
scholarships (registration fees) of 
approved delegates who might not 
otherwise be able to attend.

The Value Of Farms: 


The total value of the farms of 
the United States, together with 
their equipment, fell from a peak 
of $79,100,000,000 at the end of 
1919 to ‘$45, 000, 000,000 at the 
end of 1931, only slightly above 
pre-war levels, according to a 
statement made public by the Bu- 
reau of Economics, U. ‘Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, ar ‘Jaly 21. 

L. H. Bean, one of the econo- 
mista of the Burean, after a de 
tailed study of the question, says 
the grossa income from agricultur- 
al production for 1931 was about 
$6,900,000,000, only _ slightly 
greater than the combined income 
of the farmers in 1909, when it 
amounted to $6,200,000, ‘000. Ry

But what 
both sexes want is atmosphere as 
the solvent of problems otherwise 
insoluble. And a healthy, invigorat- 
ing atmosphere is exactly wha 
this schoo] has been spreading for 
many years: under the guidance 
first of all, of that magnificent 
leader whom it was my honor as 
a young man to know; since whom 
it has been steadily diffused by 
those who followed in his train. 

Moreover, atmosphere is largely 
created by imagination, and imag- 
ination is seldom treated as it de- 
serves. Two subjects of human 
nature are not largely discussed by 
anyone,—conscience and imagina- 
tion. Every one of us has to deal 
with his or her own imagination, 
and indeed be more or less subject 
to it. So may I say a few words 
to the graduating class on the val- 
ues of that great faculty, imagina- 
tion, which the Bible calls the eye 
of the heart?

There is no technical psychology 
in the Bible, but there is any 
amount of it distilled in fluid 
forms of what is wisest and best 
through that glorious book. It was 
written by and for the divine} 
inspired uses of imagination, winch 
controls not only reason, but every 
other gift of intellect and moral 
nature of man and woman. What 
our federal government is to the 
48 states, imagination is to every 
other gift to possess power. Hegel 
declares we cannot think without 
it. 

To mention the word Mother is 
to suggest a thousand portraits 
painted by imagination as I speak 
the word, portraits woven out of 
imponderable and mysterious ma- 
terial which is in every human 
soul. For imagination’s rightful 
employment paves the way to 
heaven, but if badly used also 
paves the way to hell. Make a 
friend of conscience as God’s at- 
torney-general,and of imagination 
as the supremely important fac- 
ulty! 

Its implications run throughout 
the whole of life, the best of which 
is always with the most spiritual 
uses of imagination. 

Everybody has it. I recently vis- 
ited a huge prison, and there I 
found imagination, and also those 
who were there confined because 
of its wrong uses. I am here to- 
day surrounded by the flower of 
our humanity because of the right 
uses of imagination. So have we 
not come to the hour when the 
whole issue is decided afresh? 

Consider the little ones so often 
misunderstood by stupid peren 
and mutilated in mind ecause 
they have active imaginations! As 
a youngster I was accused of lying 
when I was simply giving my 
wings a chance to soar in what 
John Keats calls “the realm of 
gold.”” I lived in a world of my 
own, but I was chastized out of 
it. Certainly I had no intention of 
staining my soul with deliberate 
falsification, but I imagined things, 
supposed to be almost as bad. So 
as a child unfolds his life as a 
flower unfolds its petals, every 
mother has a divine occupation in 
rightly guiding her child’s first 
ventures of imagination into the 
vast unknown. ere is no voyage 
like that. Columbus’ discovery of 
the West Indian islands is com- 
monplace compared with the mar- 
vels of a child's imagination. 

My granddaughter told me she 
met 16 pink and white elephants 
doing the tango down Broadway. I 
would have been chastized for 
that in my youth, but I simply re- 
marked that I had met 32. Where 
upon she said: 

“Is that right, or are you only 
fooling?” 

What shall we do with its ex- 
aggerations’? Just what the parent 
bird does when the nestling exsays 
its first flight: Keep above it and 
bring it back to the zone of safe- 
ty! Presently the youngster real- 
izes there is nothing so romantic 
as a walk in the woods drenched 
with rain, and nothing so beautiful 
an the first thrust of green above 
the dark soil in early springtime.

dient to his vision. St. Paul cut 
loose from Troas tu preach the 
gospel in Caesars household be- 
cause he foresaw western Chns- 
tianity kneeling at the cross to lay 
there its riches, power, and giory. 
His spiritual triumph was the fruit 
of a spiritualized imagination. 

In her personal life a girl may 
picture some Sir Citahad riding 
out of the West. She can hitch her 
fancies to any star she pleases, but 
she should understand there is no 
perfect male creature on earth; 
and if there were, he would have 
no mate. Nevertheless, dream on! 
For 1 oppose the things that re 
press visioned faith in youth. The 
stuntifying effect of some educa- 
tional systems should be noted. We 
are without a single great poet, 
statesman, philosopher or preacher 
of the altitudes of former days 
because practicality has cripp ed 
the image-making faculty. 

The strength of the United 
oa is not in its size. When ev- 

ing else fails us, we usually 
{ 1 back on Washington or Lin- 
coln. Prajse heaven for their giori- 
ous memory! They are always with 
us, especially the emancipator. 
Why? Because of his superb imag- 
ination. He confuted the argu- 
ments of political philosophers be- 
cause he cherished his dreams. In 
his youth as in his manhood he had 
them, and for them he died as the 
victim of our democracy. So long 
as the United Statcs has Washing- 
ton and Lincoln we cannot perish.

1 have referred to the Bible as a 
book of imagination. Those who 


teach it should emulate the ex- 
ample of our blessed Lord, who 
used fiction in his parables. He 


told of a certain man who had two 
sons, and then followed the story 
of the Prodigal Son, and of the 
Good Samaritan: tales packed with 
revelations of divine grace and 
love. The loftiest trut entered 
through life’s lowliest doors ,set to 
perfect music by God’s perfect 
minstrel. It is no other than Christ 
who shows there can never be a 
more divine, more nghtful use of 
imagination than in dealing with 
everlasting verities. 

Genesis, the book of beginnings, 
when centuries are pressed into 
panoramic seconds; Israels free- 
dom in Exodus; the statistics of 
Numbers ;the laws of Deuterono- 
my; Joshua’s conquests of fidelity 
to trust; Ruths’ love story, writ- 
ten to contradict the provincialism 
of the Jew; the iron age of Judges, 
or the stern and lawless times re- 
corded in the books of Kings and 
Chronicles; the wisdom and folly 
of Solomon; the _ illumination of 
Isaiah, Ezekiel, Jeremiah, Hosea, 
—all these, by Gods’ light, came 
to us by means of a consecrated 
imagination. What is true of the 
Old Testament is even more true 
of the New. We still feel the peace 
and blessedness and faith that 
come to us from these ancient pa- 
tricians of the Spirit. The choir 
today sang a hymn hundreds of 
years old, “Jerusalem the golden 
with milk and honey blest.’ Every 
line a perfect picture, and the 
whole ieee and its music created 
by imagination! 

I asked a distinguished scientist 
the other.day to what he attributed 
the advance of science in the last 
50 years. He replied: To the use 
of imagination in handling known 
facts. 

A preacher becomes more com- 
etent the more he stands where 
is Master stood. Take D. L. Moo- 

dy, who came as a prophet of the 
living God with the revival treat- 
ment of old themes by his image- 
making power! There is no change 
in the one gospel. It is like the 
sun, ever old but ever new, and 
therefore as new as the world this 
beautiful morning. What is need- 
ed is the transformation in us 
which appreciates the regenerating 
force of the gospel and its recon- 
ciliation with God and its gift of 
power in the eternal Paraclete. 

You may ask: ‘‘What are we go- 
ing to do to cultivate it?” 

You have been taught the Bible: 
stick to it, there is nothing like it! 

The average politician cannot 
quote it, and even preachers occa- 
sionally show they do not know it 
as they should. I am_ profoundly 
thankful I was brought up on three 
books: first, the Bible, then John 
Bunyans'’ “Pilgrim’s Progress,” 
and lastly “Lives of the Early Me- 
thodist Preachers,’’ most of whom 
died young and went to heaven. 

Thomas Huxley said that any 
man who knows the Bible, what 
ever else he does not know, is an 
educated man, and any man who 
knows not the Rible ,whatever else 
he knows, is not an educated man. 
John Bright, eloquent tribune of 
his day and the consummate mast- 
er of clear, concise and beautiful 
English, arrested his hearers be- 
cause in an unforgettable way he 
said manifest truths. 


May I also suggest that you 
avoid everything which stains the 
imagination and ushers in future 
pollution and dismay? 

In that realm of forbidden 
things imagination makes physical 
renaations possible through mental 
processes. The Teeeuet signs and 
experiences of stion can hap- 
pen without anything j in my mouth 
and taste images in the mind. 

A rich friend cannot endure the 
acent of certain flowera because 
that particular kind rested on his 
wife's coffin. 

What you imagine within your 
self maken contact with all that 
is geri for good or ill.

The Game Of Golf; 
A Good Explanation 


The Orange Enterprise and 
Journal in its last issue publishes 
an article on Golf by an anony- 
mous writer which many will ap- 
preciate. 


“Golf is a form of work made 
expensive enough for a man to en- 
joy it. It is physical and mental ex- 
ertion made attractive by the fact 
that you have to dress for it in a 
$200,000 clubhouse. 

Golf is what letter-carrying, 
ditch-digging, and carpet-beatin 
would be if those three tasks had 
to be performed on the same hot 
afternoon in short pants and col- 
ored socks by gouty-looking gen- 
tlemen who required a different 
implement for every mood. 

olf is the simplest looking 
game in the world when you de- 
cide to take it up, and the tough 
est looking after you have been at 
it 10 or 12 aie 

It is probably the only known 
game a man can play as long as 
a quarter of a century and then 
discover that it was too deep for 
him in the first place. 

The e is played on carefully 
selected grass with little white 
balls and as many clubs as the 

layer can afford. These little 

alls cost from 75 cents to $25.00, 

and it is possible to support a fam- 
ily of 10 people (all adults) for 
five months on the money repre- 
sented by the balls lost be some 
golfers in a single afternoon. 

A golf course has 18 holes, 17 
of which are unnecessary and put 
in to make the game harder. A 
“hole” i is a tin cup in the center of 
a “green.” A “green'’ is a small 
parcel of grass costing about $1.98 
a blade and usually located be- 
tween a brook and a couple of ap- 
ple trees, or a lot of ‘‘unfinished 
excavation.’ 

The idea is to get the golf ball 
from a given point into each of the 
18 cups in the fewest strokes and 
the greatest number of words. 

The ball must not be thrown, 
pushed or carried. It must be pro- 
peled by about $200 worth of 
curious looking implements, espe- 
cially designed to provoke the own 
er. 

Each implement has a specific | 
purpose and ultimately some golf- 
ers get to know what that purpose 
is. They are the exceptions. 

After each hole has been com- 
pleted the golfer counts his 
strokes. Then he subtracts six and 


says, ‘‘Made that in five. That's 
one above par. Shall we play for 
50 cents on the next hole, too,

After the final, or 18th hole, the 
golfer adds up his score and stops 
when he has reached 87. He then 
has a swim, a pint of gin, sings 
“Sweet Adeline” with six or ache 
other liars and calls it the end of 
a ponies ie ae day.” 


Regen ictow Recta: Autos Registered; 
Less In Northfield 


RickouER the en owen the appearance of th: 
roads does not indicate any appre- 


ciable change in number of motor | 


vehicles using them, the report of 
the Registrar of Motor Vehicles, 
issued last week, shows that there 


have been registered this ear 
nearly 62,000 less automobiles 
than in the first half of last year. 
According to the report. which 
covers the period through June, 
total registrations this year were 
803,791 and last year, for the 
same months, 865,716, a drop of 
61,924. This amounts to a little 
more than seven per cent. 

There was a drop from 46,676 
to 38.437 in number of original 
driving licenses issued, a loss of 
8239. Renewed licenses increased 
from 468.886 to 487,762. 

The falling off in registrations 
is naturally reflected in the reven- 
ue which, for the period to the end 
of June, amounted to $171,711.44 
leas than in 1981. The income from 
fees this year was $4,768,220.21 
against $4,939,931.65 a year ago. 

The automobile owners of 
Northfield apparently are little af- 
fected by busines conditions if the 
books of the assessorr are indica- 
tion. Records up to July 1 anes 
there were 570 automobiles 
sessed for this year, which is ants 
fourteen less than last year which 
was 584 to July Ist 1931.

Abandoned Farms 


Back-to-the-land has become in 
New England a movement of suffi- 
cient proportions to provoke dis- 
cussion. Academic objections to a 
lack of furm experience or the 
prospect of increasing the farm 
surplus have not stayed those city 
dwellers who have found their 
chance of earning gone and their 
earnings going fast. A great many 
‘families frem Boston recently have 
adventured beyond the frontier of 


modern canvsmiemces to seek a

other ceneus. But unofficial in- 

| vestigation shows many of the va- 

»/cant farms far back on the side 
roads of New England have been 
taken up this summer by recent 
workers of the cities. 

Many are without real farm ex- 
perience. But they have found 
abundant literature available on 
farming and government agencies 
of counsel in selecting farms and 
attacking the problem of making 
the land support them. Those who 
have investigated cases of recent 
removals to the land are not so cy- 
nical about their chances as oth- 
ers whose opinion is based on the 
frequent failures of enthusiasts 
who have chased rainbows back to 
the land in other periods. 

Report from the hill towns indi- 
cate a widespread occupancy of 
long-vacant farms. For the most 

rt the newscomers are not think- 
ing so much of crops for market 
as of food for subsistence. They 
are undertaking an adventure that 
is real pioneering to women re- 
turning to their grandmothers lot 
of drawing water from wells, us- 
ing kerosene lamps and wood fires, 

,jand takin their children from 
»|modern city schools to the little 
’|ungraded district schools of the 
country that have hardly changed 
in a generation. 

They are thinking in terms of 
saving their independence of keep- 
ing their self-respect. Many are 
havin gto learn the whole art of 
farming, even to learning to milk 
the cows and _ harnessing horses. 
Already striking examples are to 
be found of those that have 
weathered the first winter of 
struggle to discover hitherto un- 
tapped endurance and unrealized 
family resources which in the ag- 
gregate may make this the most 
saving social phenomenon of the 
times. 

The back farms of New England 
afford peculiarly favorable oppor- 
tunity for such Swiss family Rob- 
inson adventures. A vacant farm 
with a good set of farm buildings, 
not yet too far gone in repair, the 
so-called ‘“‘abandoned farm,’’ has 
long been a familiar sight along 
the country roadsides. These were 
once productive farms. They are 
the furthest from the state roads 
and with the least conveniences 
and equipment for the depression 
driven seeker of a new stake can- 
not compete for the prices of good 
farms. 

The mechanical skill to renovate 
and remodel old farmsteads often 
is present in these back-to-the- 
*#!land pioneers and perhaps consti- 
2 | tutes their chief resource. It may 
be more important to them to be 
able to build a henhouse than to 
know about poultry raising. The 
latter is readily learned in these 
days of organized agricultural ex- 
tension service. 

Although farm organizations re- 
sent suggestions to unemployed 
persons to go onto the land, rural 
neighbors are lending a helping 
hand to newcomers’ and are ex- 
changing work with those city 
families that have been cast upon 
their country lanes by the tidal 
wave of urban unemployment. 

These new farmers often are 
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substantial victims of unemploy- 

ment. They have had savings an 
* | have had imagination and enter- 
prise to make a radical change be- 
fore their savings melted away in 
town. Even if their farm venture 
lasts only a few hard-scrabble sea- 
sons, it may serve to tide them 
over until industrial employment 
again is available. 

New England's college mills 
have ground out another crop of 

duates who are finding an even 

uller market for their wares than 

their brothers of 1931 and 1930. 
More difficult still is the task for 
the A. B. graduate of the liberal 
arts college, who finds himself less 
immediately prepared for anything 
in particular than either the grad- 
uates of the professional schools 
above him or of the’ vocational 
schools below. 

An immediate result of the lack 
of jobs is that the college grad- 
uate is going on to post-graduate 
study. America is going to have 
out of the depression a better ed- 
ucated generation than ever be- 
fore. In Harvard's 1932 clasa 58 
per cent intend to enter graduate 
schools. This is far and away the 
largest proportion ever to plan 
further study. It marks a turning 
to the professions from business. 

Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology reports that some modern 
corporations are taking on picked 
men now against the future be- 
cause college men are bhargninr 
now. The college graduate this 
year is taking anything and hop- 
ing that his $15-a-week job in the 
mailing room means that he has 
been picked for his potentialities 
to fill a real fob later on. 

A survey by the New England 
council reveals that New England 
communities have cut their local 
expenditures since the onset of the 
depression by an average of lena 
than & per cent.
